I just added what I con- 
sider to be the finest Canadian Pat- 
riotic to my Boer War collection. It 
was apparently printed by or for the 
Canadian Red Cross Society, as it 
bears the legend along the left side 
in small italics “Authorized and for 
the benefit of the Society.—copyright 
apld.” 

There are separate pictures of four 
young ladies, arranged, against a 
background of maple leaves. All in 
olive green. In the center there is a 
red cross and the words “The Red 
Cross Society” in red. Below the il- 
lustration, also in olive green are 
three lines which read “Daughters of 
the Queen — Nurses with the Canad- 
ian Contingent, — South Africa.” 

It was from Toronto, September 
11, 1900. Hitherto no Canadian Red 
Cross material related to Canadian 
participation in the Boer War had 
been reported. 

The illustrations may be those of 
Misses Pope, Forbes, Affleck and 
Russell who accompanied the very 
first contingent. Four nurses also 
accompanied the second contingent 
however, and the picture may be of 
them. Can anyone give me a lead?

These in- 
stead of being made like small books, 
are larger—have a flap which comes 
down from top and is held by two 
snaps.

The other has no inscription other

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E. C. POWELL, PRESIDENT 
EDMONTON STAMP CLUB 

About forty collectors attended the 
annual meeting of the Edmonton 
Stamp Collectors Club, electing E. C. 
Powell president, in succession to C. 
B. Cox, resigned after 12 years of 
faithful leadership. First president, 
upon re-organization 25 years ago, 
was E. L. Hill, a life member, now in 
retirement near Victoria. He served 
for nine years and by mail keeps in 
touch with the club.

Meeting twice monthly, except in 
the summer, the club features a short 
address on philatelic subjects and an 
auction alternately. With a member- 
ship roll of eighty, down from the 
wartime peak of 100, the E.S.C.C.

bers in the list. Two members attend- 
ed every meeting during 1950 and the 
average was 35, with stamp tables 
a regular feature. E. W. de Laroque, 
chairman of the auction committee, 
has not missed a meeting since 1947. 

Other officers elected were: Vice- 
president, E. A. Harris; secretary- 
treasurer, W. A. Teare, who is also 
a director of the C.P.A.; circuit man- 
ager, Miss Edith Hilton; librarian, 
Reginald Bryant; auctioneer, J. B. 
Denley; display manager, Mr. Harris; 
auction committee, Mr. de Laroque 
and R. E. McAllister; executive, Geo. 
Parkinson, Mr. Linke and Mr. de 
Laroque; archivist, A. W. McIntyre; 
auditor, H. S. Bowley. 

Miss Hilton reported good action 
with the sales circuit. Mr. de Laroque 
said eight auctions returned $44 in 
commission to the club treasury. The 
membership made a presentation to 
Secretary Teare who has never been 
absent since accepting the post in 
1944. 

Meetings are held in the public 
library building, first and third Mon- 
days. 

DOLLAR STAMP IN BLUE

ESSAY-PROOFS STOLEN 


Dr. Clarence Brazer, at 415 Lex- 
ington Ave, New York, was the 
victim of thieves over the week end 
of January 6-8, when burglars enter- 
ed his office and stole $200,000 in 
stamp essays and proofs, while he 
was on vacation in Florida. The 
fourth floor office of the Doctor was 
entered from roof of a camera store 
next door. Sixteen albums of his 
stock and private collection were 
stolen as well as most of the con- 
tents of a reference collection. Items 
lost included U.S. and Canada items 
as well as Hawaii and some South 
American. Dr. Brazer is editor of the 
Essay-Proof Journal. 





NORTH TORONTO CLUB 


The exhibition of the North To- 
ronto Stamp Club has established it- 
self as the largest annual show of its 
kind in Canada. More than 150 
frames are expected to be on display 
at the 1951 show scheduled for Sat- 
urday, March 17 at the York Masonic 
Temple, 5 Eglinton Ave. East, To- 
ronto. This year, the centenary of 
the Canadian postage stamp will be 
observed with special emphasis on 
displays of Canadian stamps and 
other philatelic material, dating from 
the first stamp in 1851 and even 
earlier covers, to the present day. 
Various organizations and firms in 
North Toronto have donated hand- 
some trophies. An extensive bourse 
is a feature of the show. Proceeds 
from the raffle conducted on this 
occasion are for the 1.0.D.E. Child- 
ren’s Convalescent Hospital, where 
the club maintains a cot and con- 
ducts a stamp club for the young 
patients.

+ Something About Colour Shades 


By A. L MACKENZIE 


As a printer who has taken up 
stamp collecting 1 am surprised at 
some of the ideas collectors have 


about stamps. Take the question of 
colours for instance. 


In printing, there are three pri- 
mary colours, Red, Yellow and Blue. 
By mixing these three colours all 
the other colours can be obtained. 
In practice the printer adds black to 
the black these three colours made 
in order to make it darker. A tint is 
any colour that has had white added 
to it, a hue is any colour that has 
had black added to it. Note I do not 
mention the proportion of black or 
white added. The proportions added 
depend upon the particular manu- 
facturer making the ink. For in- 
stance manufacturer A adds 5% 
white to his blue and calls it light 
blue. Manufacturer B adds 10% 
white to his blue and calls it light 
blue. Where does the collector come 
in! 

Take the question of printing 
screens. If firm A uses a red manu- 
factured by B and uses a screen 
which has 200 lines to the inch, they 
get a certain shade of red. Now firm 
B uses the same ink made by the 
same firm only they use a sereen 
which is 300 lines to the inch. The 
result is a certain shade of red. 
Question, are these shades the same? 
or does the different proportion of 
“white” in, the stamp warrant a dif- 
ferent catalogue status? Ridiculous, 
isn’t it! Yet these are some of the 
points stamp collectors ignore be- 
cause they do not know they exist. 

Take another example. During 
printing the ink is allowed to flow 
on the rollers through a finely ad- 
justed aperture. Assuming’ stamps 
are being printed, Machine minder 
“A” sets his machine and runs it for 
his shift. Then machine minder “B” 
came on duty. He examines the 
machine, decides that the ink duct 
is incorrectly set, and alters it. Does 
this alter the colour of the stamp? 
In actual fact it does. 
stamp then be given a different cat- 
alogue value? The answer is obvi- 
ousy no. And yet they do get differ- 


Should the. 


ent catalogue values. Madness, isn’t 
it? 

Then some collectors become very 
excited over colour variations in a 
sheet of stamps. What happens, just 
this. In printing, the plate is fixed 
on to one roller of the machine, and 
then immediately above it is the im- 
pression roller. Now these machines 
are made of steel, and steel is in- 
herently springy. It is impossible to 
remove the springiness and the re- 
sult that while the machine is run- 
ning, these rollers are “bouncing”, 
hence your variation in sheets. Now 
this bounce may be measured in only 
thousandths of an inch. However, 
when it is realized that a film of 
ink on a sheet of paper is only two 
millionths in thickness and that a 
millionth equals one thousandth part 
of a millimetere it will be under- 
stood how these variations occur. 

There are tree different ways of 
printing: letterpress printing, litho- 
graph and intaglio printing. The first 
is printing from raised type on a 
base, that is the letters are in relief; 
the second method is printing from 
a flat surface. This is based on the 
fact. that oil and water do not mix, 
so an oily crayon is used for draw- 
ing and then the stone drawn upon 
is damped. When the sheet is ap- 
plied the drawing is transferred 
from the stone to the paper. 

In intaglio printing the image is 
cut into the plate, the whole plate is 
then covered with ink, the ink on the 
surface is wiped away, leaving the 


ink in the recesses, and then the 
paper applied under pressure. The 
result is that the ink from the re- 


cesses is. transferred to the paper. 
Now these three processes require 
three different kinds of ink. Each of 
these inks has a different percent- 
age of oil. The result is three dif- 
erent colours. Án ink is essentially a 
solid in solution. The solid is the 
pigment which gives the ink its col- 
our, and the oil is the solution used 
for "printing purposes. As these pig- 
ments have to be thinner than a film 
of ink, it can be realized how finely 
they must be ground down. In fact 
the longer the time spent on grind- 
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ing the pigment, the higher the wondering what to do. Jack suggests 
quality is of the resultant ink. maybe the stamps might be of inter- 

Paper also affects colour. The est to a stamp collector, but Phil 


higher the finish of the paper the 
more brilliant the printing will be. 
Ink dries in one of three ways. By 
absorption, by oxidation or by a com- 
bination of both methods. This gives 
three different results. The temp- 
erature to which the stamp is sub- 
jected to affects it. That is a trop- 
ical or temperate climate. The 
stamps change with age. Finally 
the glue on the back of the stamp 
also affects it. 

Perhaps I have said enough to 
show collectors that it is a waste of 
time and money to go “hot” on 
shades. At least that is my conclus- 
ion. 


WIELDS POCKET KNIFE ON 
IMPERFORATE SHEET 


C. F. Sillack in Medicine Hat News 

Philatelists of Canada received 
quite a shock in February of 1947 
when they learned what a clerk in a 
sub-post office at Vancouver did to an 
imperforate sheet of 7-cent airmail 
stamps. The sheet of 100 imperforate 
stamps was worth at least $50 per 
pair (a total of $2,500) in the state 
found by the clerk. He took them 
home and supplied the missing per- 
forations on the family sewing’ ma- 
chine, returning them to the post 
office where they were sold at the 
regular indemnity. 

The Vancouver postal clerk now 
has a partner in misery, and the oth- 
er fellow lives right in Medicine Hat. 
When I heard the following story I 
could have wept tears. 

My friend Phil (not Phil-atelist) 
and his friend Jack, neither one a 
stamp collector, visited the local post 
office on Dec. 24th to mail a lot of 
belated Christmas cards. Phil joins 
the line-up in front of the stamp 
wicket and eventually buys a sheet 
of 100 one-cent stamps. He goes to 
a wall desk to affix these bits of 
paper to his envelopes, only to find 
that half the sheet of stamps is not 
perforated. 

Phil turns back towards the dis- 
penser of stamps to lodge a complaint 
and obtain some “good” perforated 
stamps. But by this time there was 
quite a lineup of stamp buyers near 
the wicket. He turns back to Jack, 


says “Naw, they are only common 
one-cent stamps” (revised issue). 

So Phil and Jack round up a pocket 
knife and between them separate the 
imperforates and paste them in the 
usual manner on their Christmas mail 
hoping they will not get into trouble 
with the postal authorities for such 
an act. Unfortunately not a single 
card was mailed to anyone in Medi- 
cine Hat. They all went to different 
parts of Canada, Alaska and the Un- 
ited States. 

Lucky indeed are those who re- 
ceived these Christmas cards, with 
imperforate stamps, if they are 
stamp collectors or if they saved the 
envelopes. Hach of those stamps was 
probably worth $5 as used and at 
least $20 per pair. The sheet of 50 
imperforate would have been worth 
upwards of $1,000. One chance in a 
billion, a stamp collector’s dream, 
and this has to be its rude awaken- 
ing! 

Moral — Join the Medicine Hat 
Philatelic Society and learn what 
mistakes not to make!

Canada's oil, you can now take it 
from the post office department,» is 
here to stay. Oil, as of March Ist, 
1950, entered the very select group 
of subjects deemed suitable, signifi- 
cant and permanent enough to be in- 
cluded in the picture gallery of Can- 
adian stamps. And, make no mistake, 
to gain approval of the hanging jury 
of this gallery, domestic petroleum 
production had to rank as a matter 
of great national importance. 


For the next five years or so the 
regular issue of Canada’s 50-cent 
stamp will be a scene, printed in light 
green, depicting oil derricks, storage 
tanks and a new well blowing in; 
Alberta’s foothill country shows in 
the background and the _ prairie’s 
wheat stubble in the foreground. 

The present policy of the Canadian 
post office is to draw attention to 
the country’s basic industries by 
means of pictorials — that is, stamp 
issues which illustrate a phase of 
Canadian life. The western oil fields 
stamp is in this class. The industry 
had not previously been honored 
among the handful of topics display- 
ed on our stamps and the committee 
in charge of new issues decided it 
was high time Canada’s oil develop- 
ments were publicized via at least 
part of the two-and-a-half billion 
pieces of mail handled by the post 
office in a year. 

Technical advice about oil and sug- 
gestions for suitable art work were 
sought from oil companies and vari- 
ous government oil experts; a file of 
photographs was collected; and the 
problem was turned over to the Can- 
adian Bank Note Company, a com- 
pany under contract to the federal 
eovernment to design and manufac- 
ture our postage stamps. 

The picture was to be typical of 
the oil industry, and authentic. An 
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artist on the Bank Note Company’s 
staff—who remains anonymous, con- 
forming to that company’s policy— 
produced a design that went through 
many hands and many hours of con- 
ference before it was finally approv- 
ed by the Postmaster General. Six 
months elapsed from the date of ap- 
proval of the design to the day the 
stamp could be bought through the 
wickets of any of Canada’s 12,000 
post offices. 


The oil stamp may, or may not, 
become a collector’s item. Either re- 
sult is of secondary concern to the 
post office. Canada’s postal author- 
ities are fully aware of the cultural 
and publicity value of stamp designs, 
but to them a stamp is primarily a 
means of collecting the money that 
will pay the expenses involved in 
moving a piece of mail from here to 
there. They have a very friendly 
feeling for all stamp collectors, no 
doubt partly due to the fact that 
when a philatelist buys a stamp to 
salt away in his album the trans- 
action is pretty well all clear profit 
for the post office because the de- 
partment does not have to deliver 
its usual service in exchange for the 
stamp’s purchase price. But the prac- 
tice of issuing postage stamps of 
flashy design or limited numbers 
primarily for sale to collectors has 
no friends in Ottawa. 


In ali, Canada has issued more 
than 300 different stamps. The full 
list appears in the catalogues pub- 
lished by the commercial stamp deal- 
ers. Copies of all new issues are pre- 
sented by the government to the 
Governor-General and to the King. 
The post office itself, of course, has 
a complete set of all stamps that 


have been printed. 


Just' how much money was invested 
in stamps by collectors is impossible 
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to determine since a philatelist can 
buy his stamps at any post office 


wicket and only part of the collectors’ * 


purchases are made through the de- 
partment’s Philatelic Section. How- 
ever, a conservative estimate is that 
$500,000 was paid the post office dur- 
ing the year for stamps that will 
never see the inside of a mail box. 


The Philatelic Section, which was 
organized in 1932 and has a staff of 
15, currently fills 1,000 mail orders 
a month. In addition, the Section 
operates a counter for sales to col- 
lectors who come round in person. 
During the summer, tourists, particu- 
larly American visitors, boom the 
counter business. The office does not 
advertise its services but, on request, 
it is happy to provide a list of its 
wares. Only unused stamps are sold, 
of course, and always at face value. 

Some Canadians regard postage 
stamps as an investment and pur- 
chase full sheets of new issues be- 
cause they will never be worth less 
than their face value, and in some 
cases may be saleable for a whole 
lot more. When a stamp is in short 
supply and is particularly sought 
after, the post office limits sales to 
one to a customer. 


It is this desire to be entirely fair 
to all collectors that sets the post 
office policy of not announcing, until 
all copies of an issue have been sold, 
the print order of any particular 
stamp. If speculators knew in ad- 
vance that a certain stamp would be 
available only in limited quantities, 
they would naturally invest heavily 
in the issue — which would be re- 
sented by other collectors who thus 
might have to pay a premium. 

The selection of subjects for Can- 
ada’s stamps is solely a matter for 
Ottawa’s decision, but to a certain 
extent the appearance of our stamps 
is under international control. 
regulation of the Universal Postal 
Union, a body of which Canada is 
a member, stamps in denominations 
required for international letter and 
post card rate are of the same color 
for all countries. Canada’s four cent 
stamps, for instance, are nowadays 
always issued in red. Colors for the 
seven cent to one dollar issues are 
not under U.P.U.. control but are 
selected as the colors best suited to 
the stamp’s illustration. 
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Careful count is kept of the paper 
used in the finished stamps; the 
waste is calculated and the printer 
must destroy the wasted paper. The 
post office, for its part, accounts for 
every sheet of stamps taken off a 
plate and destroys the plate once it 
has fulfilled its function. 


It is, of course, a criminal offence 
to reproduce a Canadian postage 
stamp but postal authorities have 
little fear this will be attempted. The 
rifficulty of duplicating the engrav- 
ing is considered sufficient protec- 
tion because any man with sufficient 
technical skill to counterfeit a post- 
age stamp could make more money 
on other projects. 

The critics, not the counterfeiters, 
are the bane of the post office. It 
seems that there will never be a new 


stamp that satisfies everybody and 


the oil fields pictorial was no ex- 
ception. 

When photographs of the oil stamp 
were released to the press in advance 
of sale, the critics pounced. The 
foothills shown in the backgrounds, 
the critics claimed, identify the oil 
field as being in southern Alberta 
while the great new Canadian fields 
are farther north, up near Edmonton. 
To this comment the post office pa- 
tiently replied that the drawing il- 
lystrates no particular place but is 
intended to typlfy our western oil 
fields in a general way; the foothills 
in the background and the wheat 
stubble in the foreground are indige- 
nous to Alberta, not to a particular 
oll field. 

Criticism was voiced that the draw- 
ing shows an unchecked flame of 
natural gas and that such a practice 
is wasteful and not permitted. Says 
the post office: “It is not natural 
gas being burned off but the sludge 
(the mixture of water, mud, con- 
taminated oil and gas) that is the 
aftermath of every new well.” 

A technical error in the drawing, 
one which would have justified com- 
plaints, was caught and changed in 
the artist’s sketch. The illustration 
at first showed binder tracks in the 
stubble, close parallel tracks that ap- 
pear in the smaller grain fields of 
eastern Canada. The art work was 
changed to meet the niceties of west- 
ern wheat farming. 

Currently the postmen are sitting 
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back waiting for someone to call 
them on the fact that their new pic- 
torial shows two oil derricks close to 
one another, whereas Alberta govern- 
ment regulations specify that wells 
must be drilled not more than one to 
each 40-acre area. The postmen will 
answer that they knew all about the 
40-acre restriction, but that the pic- 
ture’s composition was improved by 
having two derricks instead of one. 


Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 











A correspondent, and one for 
whose opinions I have the highest 
regard, brings up an interesting sub- 
ject. He says in part, “I simply can- 
not understand the fantastic prices 
for the scarce plate positions of re- 
cent issues.” As one who does not 
think these prices at all fantastic, 
Į should like to set out a few facts. 

First of all I must mention my 
favourite thesis — relative scarcity. 
I have seen so many War Issue want 
lists with the same positions missing 
in them all, that I feel certain pos- 
itions are worth a great deal more 
than others. This seems so obvious 
that I wonder it is not more univer- 
sally accepted. 

Secondly, I would point out that 
the laws of supply and demand are 
at work here, as everywhere else. 
There simply are not enough of these 
scarce positions to go around, and 
those who are willing to pay the so- 
called “fantastic” prices are the on- 
ly ones who will be able to acquire 
them. The urge towards complete- 
ness seems to be a very natural and 
understandable one, and it will help 
to advance prices of scarce positions. 

Thirdly, why is it that no one ever 
thinks it “fantastic” when, for in- 
stance, British Colonial obsolete col- 
ours jump to one hundred times face 
in a few months? I think it is high 
time collectors realized that right 
here in Canada we have something 
just as interesting, just as exciting, 
as exists anywhere in the world. To 
me it is one of the chief glories of 
the hobby that a plate set of the 
three cent mauve War Effort stamp 
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can be worth twice as much as a 
plate block of the dollar! 

I very much enjoyed, as I am sure 
all my readers did, the fine article 
on Canada 1935 Silver Jubilee Plate 
Blocks by Mr. H. Jacobi, Jr., in the 
December issue of P.S. I specially 
liked his diagnosis of the reasons for 
certain plates or positions heing 
sciveer than others, and I certainly 
can endorse his opinion that “the col- 
leciing of plate blocks of Canada is 
here to stay!” 

The race to complete the O.H.M.S. 
overprints is getting closer al! the 
ti e. Mr. T. Preston Hackett of Ot- 
tava joins Mr. Lee of Vancouver as 
the proud possessor of 111 positions. © 
“Seotia” is a poor third with 107, I 
would very much like to hear of other 
collections over the hundred mark.

Y note that Mr, Kelson’s variety 
column for November includes a 
drawing of Canada No. 165a showing 
the variety with diagonal dashes in 
the tail of the right numeral “2”, 

This variety also occurs on the cor- 
responding surcharged stamp No. 
l9la and also on the 2-cent green 
No. 164. The variety occurs in 
stamp No. 1, plate 3, upper left 
pane and I believe that it was first 
located by the late Ernie Rhoades, 
for many years a member of the Ot- 
tawa Philatelic Society. As you prob- 
ably know, Mr. Rhodes made a most 
exhaustive study of the minor var- 
ieties in Canadian issues of the per- 
iod 1926 to 1937 and I still have a 
check list of these which I would be 
glad to make available, at any time, 
for publication in your Journal. 

Many additional varieties have 
been discovered in the more recent 
issues but there is still much work 
to be done on the “minutae” of these 
stamps. I may, at this time, make 
special reference to the work of Mr. 
Hans Reiche of the R. A. Stamp

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+ Arithmetic of Canadian Plate 
Block Collecting 


By D. C. MacMillan 


How Often Does a Plate Block Occur 

It should be obvious that there is 
one plate block for each one hundred 
small-sized stamps printed. It is al- 
so well known that there are (for 
recent issues) four different plate 
block positions for each plate num- 
ber. This means that any one position 
occurs only once in four hundred 
stamps, the same frequency of occur- 
rence as for matched sets of plate 
blocks. 

In the case of larger stamps such 
as the ten cent value and in the case 
of most commemoratives, there is 
one plate block for each fifty stamps 
and a matched set for each two hund- 
red stamps. By the way, a matched 
set is four corner blocks, one for each 
position and all with the same plate 
number. 

Applying the above information to 
particular issues we get the follow- 
ing: 

Alexander Graham Bell 
Number of stamps issued: 25,050,000. 
Number of plate blocks issued 501,- 

000. 

Number of matched sets including 

eight blocks for both plates 62,625. 
Estimated number of plate blocks 

held by collectors 50,000 (10%). 


Princess Elizabeth 

Number of stamps issued 50,010,000. 
Number of plate blks. issued 500,100. 
Number of matched sets including 

eight blocks for both plates 62,512. 
Estimated number plate blocks held 

by collectors 50,000 (10%). 

Newfoundland Issue 

Number of stamps issued 50,850,000. 
Number plate blocks issued 1,017,000. 
Number matched sets (two plates): 
127,125. 
Estimated number plate blocks held 

by collectors 150,000 (15%). 

The above figures will not apply to 
a regular issue such as the current 
revised King Geo. VI issue. These is- 
sues may run to a large number of 
plates and for some reason the col- 
lecting of matched sets for these 
plate numbers does not seem to be 
popular. Two possible explanations 


for this are the larger financial out- 
lay required and the difficulty in ob- 
taining complete matched sets from 
any one post office. 

In my opinion anyone who collects 
plate blocks at all should collect 
matched sets. No collector would be 
satisfied with the four cent value 
only of the unrevised issue. 

Returning to the regular issue with 
lts many plate numbers, it is a fact 
that certain plate number positions 
do not get into the hands of collec- 


-tors in any numbers. This is possibly 


because the bulk of the stock of these 
positions is shipped to outlying post 
offices. Whatever the reason, these 
positions become extremely rare and 
dififcult to obtain. An example is the 
lower left position of plate 24 of the 
four cents red in the war issue (No. 
254). There are several other posi- 
tions in that issue which are quite 
scarce, 

In conclusion, it is noted that the 
total printing for the fifty cent King 
Edward VII was 500,000 stamps. Is 
it possible that plate block positions, 
which are printed in about the same 
numbers, could increase in value to 
the same extent? 


A. Reg. Gibbs of Hanover reports 
purchasing a half sheet of the cur- 
rent le stamps with the normal per- 
foration horizontally but perforated 
through each stamp 514 m.m. from 
right frame — almost centre. All 
stamps are imperf vertically in the 
gutters and wonders if the full sheet 
of 400 were perforated like this or 
just the one sheet of 100. He does 
not know the plate number or posi- 
tion as all outside margins were torn 
off, and cannot say what happened to 
the other half but doubts if any were 
sold for postal use.

From about 1850 to 1860 the above 
can be found on mail from New 
Brunswick to the eastern United 
States, sometimes manuscript, and a 
few have a large circle design hand- 
stamp.

“Steamer Admiral” written or 
stamped on the cover. Never has a 
New Brunswick ordinary post office 
mark appeared on such a cover, but 
a few have the current United States 
markings. 

I have been trying to find the his- 
tory of this semi-private mail sys- 
tem, but have not got much of a 
clue. 

In the Paige sale of stampless 
covers in Boston in December a cover 
with - both the above noted hand- 
stamps on the same cover brought 
$45.00, which is about a record for a 
Canada cover price. The fact that the 
two markings were on the same cover 
was the unusual feature that hit top 
price.

In addition, colors and dates of 
issue are being given, as well as par- 
ticulars of each territory such as 
status, location and size, number of 
population and currency in use.
